ciety of anesthetics in England tho 
other day that Pr. E. A. Starling re- 
ported the occurrence. 


The case was one of appendicitis. 


The patient xvas a man of (15 years or 
ace. 
Ether and nitrous oxide were 
the' anesthetics employed to render 
him unconscious. 
It is always con- 


sidered a risky 
matter to use the 


knife extensively on a person over CD 
and In this Instance, the operators 
were well prepared for emergencies. 
Therefore, when, after the operation 
had proceeded for some minutes, the 
subjects pulse began to slacken, and 
hlR breath to come faintly, there was 
no flurry among the surgeons 
or 


nurses assisting. 
At first they tried 


artificial 
respiration. 
drawing the 


tongue in and out to Induce resump- 
tion of the natural functions.

the lungs failed to respond, and fin- 
ally both pulse and respiration ceas- 
ed.Then the surgeon,

Lane pushed his hand up through the 
abdominal wound and 
grasped the

He squeezed it, and felt 


It stan pulsating, though no radical 
pulse could be felt.

Luxuries on Battleships, 


Rear Admiral Bowles, chief of the 


Bureau of Construction, has made a 
calculation based 
on 
Investigations 


made by officer? of the bureau of the 
weight of the "luxuries" carried on a 
battleship of a recent construction. In 
tne preparations of plans and designs 
for war vessels 
there Is almost a 


constant contention between the sev- 
eral bureaus In regard to the weight 
that should be carried, each.branch 
contending »or the installation of ma- 
chinery and devices deemed essential 
These" controversies are usually set- 
tled 
by 
a compromise, in whlcn 


something Is yielded by each, but the 
result Is often 
unsatisfactory and 


not Infrequently has 
proved detr- 


mental to the efficiency of the vessel. 


At a recent meeting of the board 


of construction according to the Star 
Admiral Bowles declared that on eacn 
battleship there were 350 tons of lux- 
uries, a statement which startled tne 
members of the board. 
Included »» 
these co-cailed luxuries are materials 


of every description that cannot be 
classltled as necessities, such as fur- 
niture. Ice- machines, 
refrigerators, 


radiators, and the machinery requir- 
ed for them. 
It is pointed out that the flagships 


are supplied with two bath rooms, 
with appurtenances for the flag of- 
ficer, while one bath tub Is deemed 
sufficient for the-wardroom.' In which 
fifteen or twenty officers live. There 
will be undoubtedly a protracted (Us- 
ciisslon as to what constitutes luxu- 
ries, but officers 
generally believe 


that much of the weights that Ad- 
miral Bowles described might be ab- 
olished and the space given to what 
may be called necessities.
